She estimated that her clothes, con- 
sisting of one suit at $14, and such shirt 
waists and skirts as she needed for the 
different seasons, cost her from $25 to 
$30 a year. She thought $50 a year was 
ample for clothes. 

For a girl who made her own living, 
she expressed the opinion, based upon 
her own experience and observation, 
that $7 a week was the lowest wage 
on which a girl could live. 

She Runs the Finances. 

“Now,” said Senator Wilson, “you 
have answered all the committee’g ques- 
tions with much intelligence, and there 
is one other question I would like to ask 
you. You do not have to answer it un- 
less you wish. How much money does 
your husband give you out of his wages 
to help you out? Of course he gives you 
some, but will you tell the committee 
how much.” 

‘Who, me?” exclaimed the witness. 
“Why, me—I—I manage the money.”’ 

All the members of the committee 
laughed. As the witness left the stand 
she said she did not consider that there 
was another place in St. Louis where 
she could earn money 80 easily, or 
where she could be under the supervi- 
sion of. more accommodating foremen 
and forewomen than in the nut compa- 
ny’s factory. 

Living Expenses Estimated. 

Dr. Mangold was called, and gave the 
committee some general information as 
to wages conditions, and the cost of liv- 
ing. He said that two 8t. Louis board- 
ing houses, conducted on a philanthro- 
pic basis, charged $3.75 and $5 a week 
for room and board. That a girl ought 
to. have §75 a year for clothes, 50 cents 
a week for medical attention, 55 cents a 
week for laundry, and that all the inci- 
dental. expenses over and above board 
and lodging was about $3.60 a week, 

Only one-fourth of the working wom- 
en in St. Louis were ‘‘adrift,’’ Dr. Man- 
gold said. By “adrift” he said he meant 
girls and women away from home, and 
absolutely dependent upon their own 
work for a living. The other 75 per cent 
of the women workers had some help 
from some member of their family, he 
said. 

Senator Whiteledge of St. Mary’s said 
that the testimony of the morning ses- 
sion wag a revelation to him. 

“We were told,” he said, “that the 
nut pickers were the poorest paid women 
workers in the city. They have testi- 
fied that they earn $10 to $12 a week.

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SPEEGH ON JAPS AT 
WILSON'S REQUEST 


Congressman Who Made a ‘War’ 
Talk to Confine Future Re- 
marks to Land Ownership. 


BL ASSHINGTON, May 21.—President 
Wilson today sent for Representative 
Sissionof Mississippi and urged him not 
to make any speech that would offen 
the sensibilities of Japan. si 

Sisson, who recently made a “war 
epeech,” had a 2 minutes’ conference 
with the President, during which he as- 
sured him that in a speech he will 
make Friday he would limit himself to 
an argument on alien land ownership. 
That was the White House version of 
the conference, though Sisson himself 
declined to make any comment, merely 
saying he would speak Friday. 

The President is known to be anxious 
about discussion in Congress at this 
stage of the Japanese question, especial- 
ly discussion involving any observations 
on racial discrimination. 

It is indicated at the White House that 
the American note just sent and the 
tenor of future exchanges will be to as- 
sure Japan that the majority of Ameri- 
cans have a genuine respect for the 
achievement and character of her peo- 
ple. 

Public expressions which might give 
an opposition impression are regarded 
at the White House, particularly at this 
time, as seriously embarrassing the ne- 
gotiations between the State Department 
and the Japanese Ambassador. 


Japanese Receive American Reply to 
Original Protest. 


By Associated Press. 
OKIO, Japan, May 21.—The Japanese 


Foreign Office has received and is 
studying the reply of the United States 
to Japan’s original protest against the 
California alien land bill. It declares 
that, by agreement with Washington, 
the document will not be made public. 
The officials make no comment on the 
subject, and no statement as to wheth- 
er it is satisfactory. 

The Japanese public apparently is 
awaiting information before expressing 
its opinion on the American reply. In 
the meantime the press reiterates that 
the question goes deeper than the own- 
ership of land or the making of treaties 
and that it is racial discrimination which 
must be wiped ovt bry mutual education 
end understanding and the fusion of 
ideas.

ILLINOIS AT $7.00 


Fine Not Less Than $25 for First 
Violation, Jail Sentence 
for Repeating. 


SPRINGFIELD, Ill, May 2L—The 
minimum wage bill prepdred by the Sen- 
ate committee investigating the wages 
ef women and girls was introduced to- 
day by Senator Juul A fight was pre- 
cipitated when Juul undertook to have 
the bill advanced to sacond reading. 

With the uproad still at its height, 
O’Hara ordered a division on the ques- 
tion, amid cries from Senators Madigan 
and Denvir of “pretty handy with the 
gavel.” Senator Hurburgh’s motion to 
refer the bill to the Labor Committee 
prevailed, 36 to 0. 

Among the salient features of the bill 
are the following provisions: Fixes $7.50 
as a minimum weekly wage com pensa- 
tion until the Wage Commission shall 
have fixed a minimum wage under the 
act. 

Fixes a fine of not less than $25 for 
the first violation and a jail sentence 
of from 30 days to one year for repeat- 
td violations. 

Apprentices may be pald less than the 
minimum wage provided by law for a 
period not exceeding six months. 

No one shall be permitted to serve 
twice as an apprentice in the same trade 
or occupation. 

Women and girls and minors suffer- 
ing physical defects may be given an 
opportunity to work for less compensa- 
tion when provided with a certificate by 
the commission fixing the amount at 
which they may work.

He 
and his father are very well known in 
St. Louis County, and other lawyers 
say he has been successful in his prac- 
tice. :

GAR PARADES 
DOWN HISTORIC 
ROUTE AT ALTON 


Two Men Who Marched to the 
River as Recruits in ’61 Re- 
trace Steps in Line. 


Two Civil War veterans who 
marched to the front from the re- 
cruiting camyg in Alton in 1861 and 
who are now for the first time since 
then revisiting the city, retraced 
their steps of 52 years ago, Wednes- 
day afternoon, in the parade of the 
Illinois State Encampment of the G. 
A. R., which is holding a two-days’ 
session at Alton. 

The route down Second street over 
which the recruits passed on their 
way from the camp to the siver was 
followed by the parade. The two 
veterans are F. D. Troxell of Can- 
ton, Ill., and M. L. Potts of Lov ton. 

About 5000 persons were in line, 
representing the G. A. R., the Sons 
of Veterans, the Women’s Relief 
Corps, the Daughters of the G. A. R., 
and the Daughters of Veterans. Col 
A. M. Jackson of the Western Mili- 
tary Academy was grand marshal. 

‘Appeal for Instruction. 
Campfires were held Tuesday night 
at the Temple Theater and the Elks’ 
and Odd Fellows’ halls. . At the first 
Mrs. Isabel Worrell Ball, a newspa- 
per woman from Washington, D. C., 
who is vice-president of the National 
Women’s Relief Corps, made an ap- 
peal for more thorough instruction 
concerning the Civil War in the pub- 
lic schools and for greater respect to 
the flag. 

She declared that, although pupils 
are instructed concerning all the 
‘ologies and the geography and his- 
tory of other countries, the Civil War 
is skimmed over so that they often 
do not know whether a victory was 
won by the North or the South, or 
who the generals were on either side. 

Old Glory Trademarks. 

She upbraided women for using goods 
on which “Old Glory” is printed as a 
trademark, and charged that the flag is 
used for advertising purposes, and is 
sometimes carelessly run up its’ staff 
up-side-down. 

Gen. Alfred E. Beers, national com- 
mander of the G. A. R., praised Alton 
as a “‘nobby city’’—he found the town 
full-of knobs and hills. He said statis- 
ticlans had estimated that the last G. 
A. R. survivor would die in 1955, and 
that he had promptly telegraphed to 
have the place reserved for him. As ex- 
amples of the survival of the fittest, he 
predicted, the Civil War veterans will 
cutlive many youngsters of the present 
zeneration. _— 

Thousands of persons tried to crowd 

their way into the campfire sessions, 
and many were unable to get into either 
of the three meetings. 
The Bureau of Information in charge 
of the care of visitors by nightfall Tues- 
day had assigned the delegates to their 
rooms and automobiles were provided 
to take them to lodgings. 

So great is the attendance that only a 
few of the visitors can be accommodated 
at hotels.” About 2000 rooms in private 
residences have been thrown open to 
the old soldiers. 

Boys’ Fife and Drum Corps. 

A special train from Chicago arrived 
with 1000 delegates and guests, including 
the famous Grant Post Fife and Drum 
Corps of seven surviving members of 
the original 16 who served in the Civil 
War. The oldest man in the band is 
John Rankin, 81 years old, and the 
“youth” is E. W. Clark, 64, who of- 
ficiates at the bass drum. 

George Lee of Chesterfield leads his 
fife and drum ecorps of five boys 
wherever his fancy dictates, and fre- 
quently invades a meeting and tempo- 
rarily breaks up the proceedings while 
the old soldiers cheer. 

W. R. Eddington of Macoupin County 
wore the same uniform he used during 
the Civil War as Sergeant of Company 
A, Ninety-seventh Illinois. The old coat 
is patched+and darned in many places 
to hold it together for the annual meet- 
ings. He wears the red sash and cap 
which formed a part of the First Ser- 
geant’s uniform in the war.

LONDON, May 21.—The Standard as- 
serts that the militant cause is prac- 
tically bankrupt. It claims to know 
that the alleged huge war chest of the 
suffragettes of more than $500,000 is 
“a gigantic bluff;” that the alleged 
$75,000 subscribed at the last Albert 
Hall meeting consisted of dummy 
checks, there being only $4000 in cash, 
and that the resources from the sale 
of militant papers and public sub- 
scriptions are dwindling.

If the majority of the House of Delegates, 
supporting the tax-increase to build the upper 
deck of the municipal bridge, find it impossible 
to obtain a majority for that measure it should 
pass the bill pending for a $-cent increase to 
meet the needs of the city for the coming year. 

The object of 10-cent increase is to continue 
the building of the bridge until a bond issue is 
approved by the people and assure the com- 
pletion of the upper deck for vehicle and trolley 
traffic. It is a business-like measure which pro- 
posed to substitute action and progress for de- 
lay and stagnation. But the defeat of this pro- 
gressive purpose does not justify hampering the 
city in other directions. It does not justify de- 


| priving the municipality of necessaries for ef- 


ficient conduct and pressing improvements. 

The difference of opinion between the Mayor 
and the majorities of both branches of the Mu- 
nicipal Assembly should not be made an occa- 
sion to hamper the city government by insuffi- 
cient revenue. The swinging of the spoils club, 
however unwise and irritating it may be, should 
not lead the members of the Municipal Assembly 
to retaliate to the injury of the city. 

The public welfare should govern public of- 
ficials. The defeat of the 2.35-rate should be 
followed by the immediate adoption of the 2.25- 
rate. Both Republican and Democratic Assem- 
lymen will win public esteem by putting aside 
personal and political resentments for the ben- 
efit of the city. A compromise measure might 
be agreed upon and passed. 
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Many former residents of Missouri are compet- 
ing in the Post-Dispatch $100 contest for the Ten 
Best Reasons Why People Should Come to Mis- 
souri. They express their regard for their former 
home, and extol its advantages as they now see 
them after comparison with other states. It would 
not be surprising .if the contest should result in 
Missouri reclaiming a number of her wandering 
sons and daughters. 
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NEW POLICE LOBBY SCANDAL. 

Sol J. Reichenberg, clerk of the Soulard Police 
Station, has been dismissed by the Police Com- 
missioners. The charge against him of having 
urged members of the Municipal Assembly to op- 
pose the bill outlawing clairvoyants seems to 
have been sustained, and the penalty to be richly 
deserved. : 

But Mr. Reichenberg lobbied only on a retail 
scale. Eight other members of the department 
are shown by undisputed evidence to have lob- 
bied on a wholesale scale. What he did was con- 
fined to a few weeks, and apparently interfered 
little with his duties. The Jefferson City activ- 
ities of Sergts. W. V. Jeans and J. R. Campbell 
and Patrolmen J. M. Bretz, John Roach, Thomas 
Dalton, A. J. Matlock, James Henderson and J. L. 
Barter caused their absence from the city for a 
considerable number of days in the aggregate, 
and covered a period of several months. 

Why dismissal for Reichenberg an* approval 
for the other eight? That the clerk followed the 
example of two sergeants and six patrolmen is 
not so surprising as his failure to imitate the 
technique that gave his superiors immunity. He 
should have collected e $5200 lobby funa from his 
colleagues, accepted’a per diem as lobbyist hire 
and caused a scandal by expenditures of $30 a 
day and upward in influencing the fate of the 
legislation in which he was interested: 

Police lobbyists should all be treated alike by 
the Commissioners.

This 
should be a horrible example to would-be panic 
makers. 
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THE COLISEUM. 
The question of saving the Coliseum for the 
purpose for which it. was created ought not to

Not only is there a large margin of value over 
the amount of bonds in the Coliseum property, 
but the structure serves a useful purpose in the 
city.

In every respect the conditions are identical 
with St. Louis. The managing is, however, en- 
tirely different. 

Here there is no bridge arbitrary, but on the 
other hand the railroads collect and deliver freight 
by automobile at store doors free of any charg® 
for that service, just as they do in Baltimore. 

They have abolished grade-crossings every- 
where. No bell-ringing, whistling or smoking 10- 
comotives are within the city* Engineers attend 
to that. The freight yards and right-of-way are 
handsomely adorned with hedges, flowers and 
grass plots. Within'50 feet of the tracks, in some 
places, are fine residences, where the ladies sit 
on the lawns in white dresses without annoyance 
from noise or smoke. One such locality is at 
Eighth and Maryland avenue and another ts close 
to the Jersey yards. 

Not the slightest sound can be. heard In. the 


vicinity of the union station, as through the fore-| 


sight of the builders, trains move out on a slight 
downgrade and arrive by. momentum. 

Washington boasts of having the most beauti- 
ful railway entrance, from its river side, of any 
city on earth. . 

Recently 47 statues have been placed within 
the union station besides the six big 16-foot gran- 
ite statues on the outside walls already described 
by the Post-Dispatch. The Terminal company has 
ordered a number of bronse statuary groups for 
the roof of the station.

Cost the Browns but $4350 
$58,800 Bought the Team 


But Actual Outlay for Players Now in Use Represents 
Only One-Half the Total Sum Spent in Building Up 
the Club—High Priced Men Fail.

It cost R. L. Hedges, owner of the Browns, $500 to purchase Pitcher Cari 
Weilman. He would have no trouble in getting $15,000 and maybe $20,000 
should he offer this same left-handed twirler to Clark Griffith, who lacks a 

| fourth capable man to take his turn on the slab with his other hurlers. 


This is merely one of many instances 
tending to show that it is not always 
the high-priced ballplayer chat makes 
the good ballplayer. Weilman cost the 
least of any of the twirlers working 
regularly on Hedges’ club. In fact, the 
cheaper men in original cost have 
turned out to be the more acceptable. 

How much would Garry Herrmann 
supposed to be one of the spendthrifts 
among the magnates, give for Weil- 
man, Hamilton, Mitchell and Baum- 
gardner, the quartet now reckoned as 
the Browns’ regulars? He needs pitch- 
ers to pull his Reds out of the cellar. 
Hedges could demand $50,000 for the 
four star pitchers. Still, they cost 
Hedges a total of $4350, apportioned in 
this manner: Hamilton $1100, Baum- 
gardner $1250, Weilman $500 and Mitchell 
$1500 

Which also proves that the $12,000 
“Lefty” Russells, $10.000 Russell Black- 
burnes, $15,000 Ray Gchalks and $11,000 
Rube Marquards don’t always turn out 
real stars of the diamond. 

Hogan a $5000 Lemon. 

In fact in a majority of cases, it has 
been the cheaper players who haves 
turned out as the real stars with 
Hedges’ team. Take the cases of Bert 
Shotton and Bill Hogan. It cost one 
thousand iron men to make Shotton 2 
Brownie. Five times that sum brought 
“One Arm” Hogan here. Shotton is 
still with the club and now rated one 
of the real stars of the baseball world 
while Hogan proved hardly worth his 
transportation from-Frisco. In fact a 
lot of performers of the caliber of 
Hogan would have greatly helped the 
Browns if they had been kept away. 

A few days ago, Owner Charley Eb- 
bets of the Brooklyn team‘ ridiculed 
the idea of paying fabulous sums for 
minor league ball players. He pointed 
to the fact that his present team, which 
is now cavorting in second place in ths 
National League and stands a chance 
of landing on top, cost him only $45,000, 

As nearly as can be estimated, the 
% players now on Hedges’ pay roil, 
were procured at an expenditure of 
something like $58,900. That’s figuring 
Bob Wallace’s cost at about $7500 al- 
though it was really a fat salary that 
coaxed him away from the Cardinals; 
$6000 for George Stovall who came ia 
exchange for, “Lefty” George and $4500 
for Jim Austin, who was traded for 
Roy Hartzell, a $4500 performer. 

Mech Money Wasted, 

But the $58,000 represents only a part 
of what the club has paid out in its 
efforts to build up a winner. On the 
stand in the Jack O’Connor case, Hedges 
testified that he had spent $100,000 in 
the last three years for players. To 
be exact, the sum was $100,328.08. The 
figure was obtained after Nephew Hi 
Mason looked over the ledger for the 
last three years. 

This is about how Hedges’ present 
squad stacks up as to purchase price:
